“AFTER FIVE years of care-
ful study of the program at
Walteria and other schools, we
feel that the program is good
enough to offer to all parents
who want it,” Hull declared.
“It is not the answer to all
educational problems, but we
consider it a step forward in
many areas.”

“It is a departure from tra-
ditional—an attempt to indi-
vidualize instruction and get
away from teaching to the
‘average child’, Hull said. “We
feel it helps each teacher to
help each child do his best.”

R

DESCRIBING the “Little Red
Schoolhouse” as “simply a de-
vice used to improve instruc-
tion for all children,” Hull
made these points:

1. The program is entirely
voluntary. Parents must sign
up their children from multi-
grade classes. Only teachers
who sign up teach the classes.

2. Multigrades are not a
cure-all, nor do they use tech-
niques which could not be used
in an ordinary classroom, They
simply dramatize educational
problems so that the rteacher
can better help the student.

3, Extensive tests indicated
that multigrades help both the
quality of teaching and the
quality of lecarning in many
areas,

4. It began, frankly, as an
experiment to improve instruc-
tion—to find better answers
to traditional problems.

5. It recognizes that children,
like cars, travel educationally
at different rates of speed. It
also recognizes that the same
child may learn different sub-
jects at different rates of
